A THREATENED walkout by 


the Wycombe Wanderers first 
team was called off last night 
after the players met coach 


| Barry Darvill, whose resignation . 


led to the protest. 

Darvill withdrew his resignation, 
though the Wycombe committec 
had rejected his demand for full 
control of team selection. 

After the meeting Darvill said:

Wycombe decided on Monday 
to retain their four-man selection 
committee. It seemed then that 
the Isthmian League amatcurs 
would lose their first-team players, 
all of whom were willing to resign 
in support of Darvill. 

But Darvill backed down to keep 
the team together, and Wycombe 
chairman, Jack Smethurst, said: “J 
am glad to say our full team will 
play at Barking on Saturday. The
